CHICAGO, Jan. 5—James Stoeffel, 
president 
of the 
Maywood State 
bank, was murdered today, and two 
others wounded by five bank rob­ 
bers who escaped with a $12,000 pay 
roll. 
Stoeffel, James Venson, cashier of 
the bank, 
James Sweeney, 
police 
chief of Maywood and Ralph Hunt, 
an agent for the American Can com­ 
pany, had just left the bank with 
the 
payroll 
for the Can company 
when the bandits opened fire from 
an automobile. 
Stoeffel was killed instantly and 
Sweeney 
and 
Venson 
seriously 
wounded. 
Flee Toward Chic ago 
The bandits grabbed bags contain­ 
ing the money and sped toward Chi­ 
cago. 
Maywood is a suburb. 
Sweeney obtained the auto license 
number as the bandits with the loot 
sped away. 
It was the number of 
an auto which had been stolen. The 
Chicago police department rushed 
shotgun squads to guard all roads 
leading to Chicago but no further 
trace of the bandits was found. 
Sweeney 
lying wounded 
in the 
hospital at Maywood, told the follow­ 
ing story to the United Press: 
Armed For Battle 
“After many recent payroll rob­ 
beries, President Stoeffel was anx­ 
ious to be especially careful with the 
pay roll today. We wrere all well 
armed and prepared. 
“We left the bank about 8:30 a. m. 
and had gone only two blocks on the 
St. Charles road when a big black 
touring car drew up alongside our 
machine. 
“The bandits opened fire without 
warning, the first few bullets going 
wild. 
“As Stoeffel reached for his re­ 
volver, two bullets struck his body 
and he fell back dead. 
I fired sever­ 
al times at the bandits. 
Venson re­ 
sisted one of the men who left the 
bandits’ auto to get the money, and 
he was shot at close range. 
They 
coldly shot him down, putting two 
bullets into his body as he fell.” 
Sweeney, with two ballet wounds 
in the chest, kept up a running fire 
at the bandits’ car as it raced away 
with the loot. He then crawled to a 
nearby house and after telephoning 
the Chicago police department col­ 
lapsed.

in 
increased drunkenness 
and crime in many parts of the 
United States, reports of police 
chiefs, gathered by the United 
Press, today showed. 
The same two years of the 
same prohibition have seen a 
great decrease in 
drunkenness 
and crime, according to others. 
A symposium of chiefs of po­ 
lice 
throughout 
the 
country 
shows either a startling differ­ 
ence of opinion or that prohibi­ 
tion works differently in differ­ 
ent parts of the United States. 
Chief Williams of Denver, for 
instance, 
reports 
that crime, 
drunkenness and the number of 
arrests have tremendously 
in­ 
creased since January 1, 1920. 


Chief Flanagan of Bridgeport, 
Conn., reports that crime, drunk­ 
enness and tho number of arrests 
have decreased ever since 
the 
town went dry. 
In Chicago, Chief Fitzmorris 
announces a general decrease in 
ail things 
wrong, but suggests 
the 
police 
may 
deserve 
the 
credit 
for 
this. Lincoln, Ne­ 
braska, police report a purer at­ 
mosphere, but Des Moines and 
Norfolk, Va., have fpund crime 
and 
drunkenness 
on 
the 
in­ 
crease. 
The reports show that in sev­ 
en large cities crime increased 
within the past two years while 
in five it was 
reported 
to be 
bane. 
In six drunkenness decreased 
while in seven it was the other 
way.

KAZAN, Russia, Dec. 15— A 
republic is dying of starvation. 
The 
prophecy of 
death 
to 
come, made last fall, is being 
fulfilled with terrible complete­ 
ness today on the lonely frozen 
steppes of Eastern Russia. 
Fifty per cent of the babies in 
the Kazan republic already haver 
died. 
Forty-five per cent of the pop­ 
ulation of the villages in this re­ 
gion are dead or “missing.” 
Not six per cent of the popula­ 
tion of the republic will be left 
to greet the 
spring. 
Kazan 
contained a, population of over 
2,000,000 when the last census 
was taken. 
I have just returned from 
a 
trip through a land of frozen 
death, in company 
with J. 
R. 
Childs of the American relief ad­ 
ministration- 
We 
completed 
the first personal 
investigation 
since the rigors of winter set in 
of the fate of the villagers in the 
heart of the stricken region. 
In o ne little settlement, the 


last four inhabitants died the day 
before we arrived—a village of 
200 inhabitants had reverted to 
primal nothingness with no one 
to bury the last four bodies. 
Eighty per cent of the people 
left alive in this 
district are 
maintaining life solely on a diet 
of grass. 
Some peasants grind 
grass and 
roots 
into 
“flour” 
which they sell at 130,000 roubles 
a pound. 
Throughout this vast 
district, once one 
of 
Europe’s 
grain growing 
centers, 
there 
grows today only the cold hush 
of death. 
Our sleigh caravan jingled in­ 
to an almost deserted village. An 
old peasant woman with a face 
like that of a skeleton, hobbled 
forward. In her bony hands she 
clutched stalks of 
weeus 
and 
grass and in a voice so weak as 
scarcely to be audible, she told 
how 
she 
ground 
these 
into 
makeshift flour, 
samples 
of 
which looked and smelled like 
chaff from a threshing machine. 
In her hat she mixed this with 
water and produced a brackish 


“I can live on this for a few 
weeks more,” she said, “but the 
children can’t.” 
In some of the cabins we found 
the families lying motionless— 
conserving their energy, prolong­ 
ing a hopeless existence, dogged­ 
ly awaiting death. 
Too weak to 
cut fuel, they must 
freeze to 
death if starvation has not al­ 
ready claimed them when their 
supply of wood is gone.

“Am I afraid? I don’t k now w hat 
fear is,” said an old lady , p ast 70, 
the other night as she left some 
friends to enter her dark bungalow, 
w here she has lived alone for m any 
y ears.

W hen 
a child, she bad feared the dark , as 
m ost children do.

unafraid of many things, all through 
the necessities her exp erience had 
brought. 
T here are two k inds of fear, phy ­ 
sical and mental. This old lady had 
becom e devoid of p hy sical fear. Both 
k inds are horn of dark ness, either 
the dark ness of childhood and lack

Although the disease is no respect­ 
er of persons, attack ing rich and poor 
¡alik e, it Is found that m ore poor peo­ 
ple have the disease 
than 
others. 
This is because the w ealthy are bel­ 
ter able to p rotect them selves against

it. better able to undergo rest and
